The noted lawyer who gained nationn)
prominence through his connoction with
many famous cases died this morning at
his home, 217 North 280 streel. His death
win due to heart disease, from which le
muffared for the laat twe months At s
bedalde were hia plece, Mra, 15, Shislds
Webater, and his phyaiclan, Dr, Herbert
Carpenter.

The passing of A. 8, 1., Shields remaves
n figure prominent in the local courts for
the last 30 years. Almost fram the out-
sot of his céareser he wah known as Al
because he scemed to be constantly in
the public eyve. His square-gat jaw, curled
mustache and broad shoulders were an
nimost dally slght In one courtroom or
the other

In additlon to marked abllity he had
the greatest confidence In hils skl toe
overcome obsiacles, Often this was un-
doubtedly Inspired by the tremendous
power behind him

He wis the favorite counsel of the Or-
ganisation even from the time of United
States Senntor Quay, whom he defended
when the famous leader was charged
with misuppropriating State funda.

Few witnesses on the olher slde could
withstand Shields withering fire, and
his generalnhip and tenacity ware often
responsible for turning what appeared to
be sure defeal Into victory

His nttack varied. Rometimes he was
the sunve, smooth attorney who fenced
with moat delicate language. Again he
wid the thundering Inquisitor who made
the witness tremble as the consequences
of fulse testimony were plotured by the
fluent counsel, Ho was n skilled orator
and word-painter and hi=s plotures of
hroken homes and shadowed freslden, in-
troduced o sult the situation, often
brought tears to those who crowded the
courtroom. This usually carried his case
with the jury,

When Quay placed the stamp of uap-
proval upon Mr, Shiclkds his fortune was
nusured.
